The New Husbandry.~Low Lands, 


We are pleased to see ia every quarter that far- 
mers are paying increased to their tow 
grounds—their very best lands. These have neces 
sarily received, ever since the creation, de posites 
from the surrounding highlands, and they have nev- 
er been exhausted by celtivation. Farmers are now 
understanding their true interests in this reepect and 
we annually witness new acquisitions to our mow- 
ing fields. 

A few days since we passed by a lot of low ground 
owned by Col. D. Shattack of Concord. It lies 
near"the monument, where the first blood was shed 
in that town in “75. Col. S. was actively engaged 
in setting fires to bern off the old turf and stumps 
that cumbered the ground. He showed vs a beav- 
tifal lot that he prepared last year and sowed hi- 
grass seeds in August or in the first of September. 
This gave bim an excellent swath in Jaly and anoth- 
er in Sept. Col. Shattuck bought this land a very 
few years since, for $25 peracre It is now worth 
not less than $200; or eight times as much as he 
gave for it; and in ovr humble opinion the hay of 
two summers wil! amply repay him for all bis trou- 
ble in subduing the premises. There is no prettier 
mow ing land io the State than this, yet this has been 
suffered to lie longest withoat cultivation. 

Col 8. reminded us of an expression we made use 
of a year or two ago ina notice we took of the flat 
lands of Concord. We then expressed a hope that 
the many acres lying unproductive would soon be 
brought into English mowing. Capt. Abel Moore o! 
Concord has been setting a fine example in this line 
of cultivation for several years past and it will soon 
be followed by many others. Only show people 
how they can render their landst en times more val- 
unblet han they have been, with bat little outlay 
and they will be incli ned to follow along in time.— 
We must not hurry them; we mast be patient and 
Jet them come in when they see their way clear —

Mr. Cheever Newhall, who does businces in Bos- 
ton, hasa very fine sitastion near the Dorches- 
ter and Milton Mills. He pays much attention to 
farming, having about 70 acres of land Iving in one 
bedy. He has been trying our mode of raising grass 
and hay and the consequence is he has been obliged 
to build a very large barn; it is one handred and 
ten feet long and forty-four feet wide with an excel- 
lent cellar under the whole, well pointed, and di- 
vided off in suitable apar'ments for vegetabhe of 
various kinds, and to shelter hogs, cattle, and ma- 
bures 

This is the largest barn we have notieed under 
one roof, im the State; its cost exceeded $1800; 
and it is finshed off in a perfect manner. Trovgks 
for water ran the whole length of the manger front 
of the cattle, and all can be watered by means of 
the pamp at the end of the troughs without going 
out of the barn. This is convenient ins stormy 
day when cattle will go without water rather than 
stand exposed to driving sleet. 

‘This barn has ite sides shing'ed and is consequent- 

ly very warm in winter. Bat will the hay keep as 
well as when the external air can pass between the 

rough boards as they are commonly put on to the 

sides? Will not hay as well as corn be more liable 

to be musty when kept so close and excluded from 

air? These are questions which we put to the pro- 

Prietor, when he showed us at once, that the hay 

was not allowed to fall against the outside boaading 

of the walls; there was an inner ceiling of scantling, 

made very open, that kept the hay four or five inch- 

es from the outside boarding, leaving & space for 

the air to circulate, wider than that between the 

plastering and the outside boarding of » dwelling - 

house. 

This plan was new to us—we have seen no barn 

like it im this respect, but this must obviate the

with his foot 

A long row of pens was well filled with w orking 
oxen, fat oxen, cows fat, and cows in milk, heifers 
and steers; every animal of native stock except one | 
fall blood male, of the Durham breed, recently | 
brought into the county, and one of half blood. The | 
cattle lovked exceedingly well, mech better than we 
expected to seein a district where but litle of the 
stock is wed on the farins there. Every farmerwith | 
whom we conversed preferred native cows to Dur- | 
hams for the dairy. They have an idea that Dor- | 
ham cows will aot make so much butter as native 
Cows ‘a proportion to the food consumed.

There they partook ef » very good din- | 
ner, and a namber of volunteer toasts were drank 
with a plenty of cold water; anda good song was 
written aod song by Mr. B. Brown «f East Bridge- 
water. 

Nathaniel W. Davis, Esq. President of the Socie- | 
ty, presided at the table and did the honors of it 
with mech propriety and to the satisfaction of the 
company. Anthony Collamore, Eeq., of Peabroke, 
one of the Vice Presidents and a very efficient mem- 
ber of the society, aided in the arraagements of the 
day. 

After dinner the Society formed again and marcb- 
ed to the meetinghouse where an appropriate prayer 
was made by the Rev. Mr. Gay; and an address to 
the Society was delivered by Sylvanus Bourne, Es:

The table was set while dinncr was cook- 
ing—every thing bad its place, and there was not a | 
lacking article at dinner. There was no blustering | 
and herrying and fretting and sk\pping to show out 
activity; but every thing was quietly performed in 
order and 1: season.
